Dr. Baker is an Associate Professor of 
Educational Administration at the 
University of Texas in Austin. He 
received his B.S. degree from 
Presbyterian College, his masters 
degree from Shippensburg State 
College, and his doctorate from Duke

He has fourteen years experience in 
curriculum development, Including the 
design of products to improve 
curriculum design; field experience in 
teaching community college faculty to 
adapt systematic curriculum design 
processes; field experience in assisting 
community colleges to establish 
institutional competencies from which 
curriculum decisions are made. 

Dr. Baker’s presentation will include 
comments on how exceptional 
community colleges are rethinking 
their assumptions regarding service to 
the community and its citizens by 
providing students with more 
direction and fewer options in 
curriculum choices.

DONALD T. RIPPEY 

Dr. Rippey, Professor and 
Department Chairman, Educational 
Administration, at the University of 
Texas at Austin, was born in Aztec, New 
Mexico. He received his B.A. and M.A. 
from the University of Northern 
Colorado. Dr. Rippey has served as a 
junior high school teacher, an 
elementary school principal and a 
president for a college of 1500 students 
with a high proportion of technical- 
vocational students. He is responsible 
for initiating the first of the seven 
colleges that now make up the Dallas 
Community college System. 

Dr. Rippey will give a presentation on 

"Am l Obsolete? Technological Change 
and Faculty Re-Training”. His 
publications include "How to Develop a 
Human Being,” community College 
Frontiers; "Developmental Educa¬ 
tion", Serving Ethnic Minorities. He 
serves as a consultant to the united 
States Office of Education - Co¬ 
operative education,- Title ill, AIDP 
Advanced Institutions, is a member of 
the National Advisory Committee of 
the American Council of Education on 
administrative interns, and is a national 
lecturer for the National Academy for 
School Executives, area of occupational 
education.

Don Garrison Is presently serving the 
Tri-County Technical College of 
Pendleton, South Carolina as president. 
He received his b.a. and m.a. from 
Furman University and his doctorate 
from Duke University. 

Dr. Garrison has participated in 
intensive study on the role of the 
community and technical colleges and 
his recent appointments include: 
serving on the National Task Force to 
Redefine the Associate Degree, a task 
force of the American Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges; a task 
force for the Ohio State University 
Center for Research in vocational 
Technical Education on "Retraining and 
Upgrading Workers”; and was 
appointed to serve as a member of 
Governor's Job Training Coordination 
Committee which was charged to 
develop action plan to impact job 
training in South Carolina.

Dr. Linda Wilson, executive assistant to the chancellor, 
Alabama Department of Postsecondary Education, is one of 
the 160 top women in management chosen nationwide to 
participate in the "Leaders Project,” an international 
leadership training program for two-year college women 
administrators. 

Designed to help women improve the skills needed to 
assume major decision-making roles in two-year institutions, 
the program will include instruction and practice in 
supervisory and human relations skills, finance and 
budgeting, employee relations and labor management skills 
and discussions with national experts on the issues 

confronting two-year colleges. 

During the six-month project, participants will work on a 
research project that will aid their agency, participate in 
special regional workshops and national conferences and 
become involved with other women in top-ranked 
administrative positions. 

Participants were chosen for their interest in 
advancement in two-year college administration and the 
quality of their proposed project, which will develop new 
skills as well as benefit their individual agency. 

The project is sponsored by the League for innovation in 
Community Colleges, a consortium of community college 
districts in the united States and Canada, and by the 
American Association of Women in Community and Junior 
Colleges. The program is being conducted by the institute for 
Leadership Development at Rio Saiado Community College in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 

Dr. Wilson received a Ed.D in Vocational and Adult 
Education from Auburn university in 1982. Since 1973 she has 
worked in middle and top-level administrative positions with 
Enterprise State Junior College, where she has taken a leave 
of absence to work with the Department of Postsecondary 
Education.
